At one time or another all of us 
have complained about our property 
taxes being too high. But just how 
high is too high? How do you 
determine if your taxes are too 
high? 
Well, we guess that you could say 
that they are higher than you can 
afford to pay, but then what is not 
higher than you can afford in these 
days of inflation? You might base it 
on services rendered but this will not 
work either since all of us pay school 
taxes whether we have children in 
school or not. 
Maybe you do not have anyone in 
school, but someone paid for your 
education and now you are returning 
the favor by educating someone 
else’s children. 
About the only way to judge how 
high taxes are is by comparing what 
other people are paying in simillar 
cities in your area. 
And when you do this you may be 
in for a surprise because the total 
tax bill for a piece of property 
located in Hamlin is cheaper than a 
similiar piece of property located in 
either Anson or Stamford. 
Say you owned a home valued at 
$20,000 located in each of the three 
cities. Your taxes in Stamford would 
be $451.60, in Anson they would be 
$373.80 and in Hamlin they would be 
$358.80. 
The city taxes on your $20,000 
home in Stamford would be $216.00, 
in Anson it would be $120.00 and in 
Hamlin it would be $130.00. Your 
school taxes in the Stamford district 
would be $172.80, in Anson they 
would be $182.00 and in Hamlin they 
would be $150.00. 
Your house in Stamford would be 
assessed $24.00 for hospital district 
taxes and your home in Hamlin 
would be assessed $40.00 for the 
hospital district. In Anson you would 
not have to pay a hospital tax but 
would have to pay a Water District 
tax of $33.00. 
Of Course, all three of the houses 
would pay the same county and state 
taxes of $38.80. 
The big difference between the 
three towns is not in the rate but in 
the assessment ratio. In Hamlin the 
city, school and hospital all assess at 
50 percent of the value with the city 
rate at $1.30, the school rate at $*.50 
and the hospital at 40 cents. 
But in Stamford the city assesses 
at 80 percent of value and the school 
and hospital at 60 percent of value. 
The Stamford city tax rate is $1.35, 
the school rate is $1.44 and the 
hospital rate is 20 cents. 
The City of Anson assesses at 40 
percent, the school at 70 percent and 
the water district at 55 percent. The 
Anson City tax rate is $1.50, the 
school rate is $1.30 and the water 
district rate is 30 cents. 
The county rate is 97 cents and is 
assessed on 20 percent of the value. 
The effective rate (the total tax 
rates based on IOO percent of value) 
for the three towns is: Stamford, 
$2.26; Anson, $1.87; and Hamlin, 
$1.80. 
To use these figures you must use 
the full value and not the value 
shown on your Hamlin tax receipts. 
To use the figure on your Hamlin 
tax receipts you would have to 
double the rates because the tax 
values are on 50 percent of value. 
The most expensive taxing unit in 
the county is the City of Stamford 
where the tax on this $20,000 home 
would be $216.00. This is followed by 
the Anson School District at $182.00 
and then the Stamford School 
District at $172.80. Your city taxes in 
Hamlin would be $130.00 and your 
school taxes would be $150.00. 
So the next time you see a member 
of the Hamlin City Council or the 
Hamlin School Board maybe you 
should thank them for the fine job 
they have done in holding down

NEWS AND VIEWS. . . 
And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


At one time or another all of us 
have complained about our property 
taxes being too high. But just how 
high is too high? How do you 
determine if your taxes are too 
high? 
Well, we guess that you could say 
that they are higher than you can 
afford to pay, but then what is not 
higher than you can afford in these 
days of inflation? You might base it 
on services rendered but this will not 
work either since all of us pay school 
taxes whether we have children in 
school or not. 
Maybe you do not have anyone in 
school, but someone paid for your 
education and now you are returning 
the favor by educating someone 
else’s children. 
About the only way to judge how 
high taxes are is by comparing What 
other people are paying in similiar 
cities in your area. 
And when you do this you may be 
in for a surprise because the total 
tax bill for a piece of property 
located in Hamlin is cheaper than a 
similiar piece of property located in 
either Anson or Stamford. 
Say you owned a home valued at 
$20,000 located in each of the three 
cities. Your taxes in Stamford would 
be $451.60, in Anson they would be 
$373.80 and in Hamlin they would be 
$358.80. 
The city taxes on your $20,000 
home in Stamford would be $216.00, 
in Anson it would be $120.00 and in 
Hamlin it would be $130.00. Your 
school taxes in the Stamford district 
would be $172.80, in Anson they 
would be $182.00 and in Hamlin they 
would be $150.00. 
Your house in Stamford would be 
assessed $24.00 for hospital district 
taxes and your home in Hamlin 
would be assessed $40.00 for the 
hospital district. In Anson you would 
not have to pay a hospital tax but 
would have to pay a Water District 
tax of $33.00. 
Of Course, all three of the houses 
would pay the same county and state 
taxes of $38.80. 
The big difference between the 
three towns is not in the rate but in 
the assessment ratio. In Hamlin the 
city, school and hospital all assess at 
50 percent of the value with the city 
rate at $1.30, the school rate at $x.50 
and the hospital at 40 cents. 
But in Stamford the city assesses 
at 80 percent of value and the school 
and hospital at 60 percent of value. 
The Stamford city tax rate is $1.35, 
the school rate is $1.44 and the 
hospital rate is 20 cents. 
The City of Anson assesses at 40 
percent, the school at 70 percent and 
the water district at 55 percent. The 
Anson City tax rate is $1.50, the 
school rate is $1.30 and the water 
district rate is 30 cents. 
The county rate is 97 cents and is 
assessed on 20 percent of the value. 
The effective rate (the total tax 
rates based on IOO percent of value) 
for the three towns is: Stamford, 
$2.26; Anson, $1.87; and Hamlin, 
$1.80. 
To use these figures you must use 
the full value and not the value 
shown on your Hamlin tax receipts. 
To use the figure on your Hamlin 
tax receipts you would have to 
double the rates because the tax 
values are on 50 percent of value. 
The most expensive taxing unit in 
the county is the City of Stamford 
where the tax on this $20,000 home 
would be $216.00. This is followed by 
the Anson School District at $182.00 
and then the Stamford School 
District at $172.80. Your city taxes in 
Hamlin would be $130.00 and your 
school taxes would be $150.00. 
So the next time you see a member 
of the Hamlin City Council or the 
Hamlin School Board maybe you 
should thank them for the fine job 
they have done in holding down
